Will Ruin Public: Schools 


Tax tuition credits for parents who 
send their children to private 
schools will ruin what is left of public 
schools in America. We agree that 
parents have the right to send their 
children to private schools; how- 
ever, the government should not 
sponsor these personal pref - 
erences. ¥ 

This issue has gone too far. Ohio 
Rep. Bill V. Gradison. (R-Ohio) 
introduced the Educational Oppor- 
tunity and Equity Act of 1982, Presi- 

dent Reagan's turtiaom tax credit 
proposal. A long-time proponent of 
tuition tax credits, Rep. Gradison 
applauds the proposal and says, 
‘Tuition tax credits were vital for 


maintaining diversity, competition 
and freedom of choice Many low 
and middle income families simply 
cannot afford to bear the combined 
burden-of paying property taxes to 
support public schools and tutition 
for private schools. Freedom of 
educational choice is meaningless 
unless parents have the financial 
means'‘to exercise that choice.” 
What choice do public school 
students have? Will their parents be 
able to send them fleeing desegre- 
gation, financial burdens and inner- 
city problems, off to private schools. 
Certainly not, The majority of Amer- 
ican children will remain in the

Lack Of Blacks In Films 
Obvious And Appalling 


The lack of blacks in motion pic- 
tures today is both obvious and 
appalling. Blacks appeared in lead 
or supporting roles in only 12 of 240° 
films issued in 1981. Only two of the 
films included a black person in a 
leading role. In a day in age where 
blacks are visible in about every type 
of career it is shocking to realize that 
such blatant: discrimination is still 
going on. 

The NAACP decided to plan for 
direct action against the major film 
studios when it was discovered that 
Cicely Tyson was the only black 
woman to appear as a lead ina major 
film_last year. NAACP leaders felt 
the situation had become “outrage- 
ous,” If the boycott is sucessful it 
could show that the NAACP is still a 
civil rights organization to be reck- 
oned with 

The boycott would give the movie 
industry the message. that even in 
1982 black people will not spend 
their money where they canhot 
work.

The South African Trade Union Struggle |

South Africa is a divided country. Througha 
dehumanizing and degrading system of racial 
separatism and oppression, South Africa's 
white minority has sown the seeds of violence. 

The unwillingness of the white South Afri- 
can leadership to implement significant 
reforms has helped strengthen the hand of 
anti-democratic left-wing opposition move- 
ments. For those who are committed to the 
establishment of a non-racist and democratic 
South Africa, the growth in left-wing radical- 
ism is as disturbing as the parallel growth of 
right-wing extremism within the white Afri- 
kaner community. 

Riots and protests - a product South Africa's 
denial of basic human rights and democratic 
fréedoms to the vast majority of its population 
-- erupted with increasing frequency in the 
late seventies. Industrial unrest was on the 
upswing as ‘South Africa's black workers 
began asserting their demands with greater 
self-confidence. Under the pressure of this 

upswing in protest the South African govern- 
ment passed labor reformliegisiation in 1979 
guaranteeing biack and othes non-white 
workers the right to join and establish trage 
unions. ; 

: And while this reform has not eliminated an 
apartheid system under which black workers 
are horribly exploited and degraded, it has set 
into motion powerful forces which can even- 
tually lead to a peaceful transformation of 
South Africa. 

In recent years South Africa has been wit- 
ness to a remarkable upsurge in the black 

»-trade union movement. Although the leaders 
of that movement are subjected to harass- 
Ment, Ntimimdation, atrest and sometimes,

alive. The trust, which is tax-free, can sell your 
stock free of income tax and reinvest the pro- 
ceeds in any security.

In the meantime, the IRS allows you to 
deduct a specified amount of your contribu-. 

In addition, you 
save the capital gains tax you would have to 
pay had your investment been liquidated for 
your own purposes. By putting your assets in 
this type of charitable remainder trust, then, 
you can receive current income from the 
annuity, and you actually can earn a greater 
return on the property since the assets are not

Planned gifts also can be designed to do 
more than just make a charitable contribution..- 
For instance, you could channel the annuity 
income to someone else. In essence, you 
would be making both a charitable contribu- 
tion and a gift.

For all its advantages, deferred giving is still 
a gift. When you make any kind of a donation 
you irrevocably commit your capital.

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The Hinckley Aftermath One Flew Into The Cuckoo’s Nest

How would you feel new if John Hinckley Jr. 
had a crush on you? In the aftermath of Hinck- 
ley's recent acquittal “by reason of insanity” in 
the shootings of President Reagan and three 
other men, this kind of question is sending chills 
down the spines of many observers, and raising 
hackles on the necks of others. 

And what happens after he gets out? 

Critics of the acquittal are considering the very 
real possibility that in the near future Hinckley 
could leave St. Elizabeth's Hospital in Washing- 
ton, where he is now confined, and walk away a . 
free and supposedly sane man. Public reaction is 
a flash fire of outrage -- perhaps fanned by fear. 

Jules Gerard, a legal expert on the insanity 
defense, is doing more than just speculating on . 
the Hinckley trial. He says exactly what went 
wrong in the Hinckley case, and defines what 
courts can do to prevent @ reoccurrence. - 

The law professor at Washington University in 
St. Louis says that “preposterous and improper” 
instructions to Whe jury, coupted with the court's 

. unscientific and.inconsistent practices in accept- 
ing expert psychiatric witnesses, were directly 
responsible for producing an acquittal. 

Gerard.is the author of several articles on the 
insanity defense, the most recent of which 
appeared in the psychiatric issue of Medical 
World News and in Legisiative Policy. 

“! think the. verdict in the Hinckley case is 
directly attributable to the trial judge (Federal 
District Judge Barrington Parker) instructing the 
jury in flat violation of the statutes of the District 
of Columbia,” says Gerard. “i think that what the 
judge did in this case is simply unforgivable.” 

Gerard is referring to the charge with which 
Judge Parker instructed the jury on Friday, June 
18. At that time, the judge instructed the jury 
members that they must acquit Hinckley unless 
the prosecution was able to prove Hinckley’s san- 
ity beyond a reasonable doubt. How do you 
prove sanity beyond a reasonable doubt? In 
response to this question, White House Counse- 
lor Edwin Meese quipped: “You couldn't even 
prove the White House staff sane beyond a rea- 
sonable doubt.” 

According to Stuart Taylor Jr. writing in the 
New York Times on June 21, “This instruction 
may, according to federai prosecutors here 
(Washington), conflict With a 1970 act-of 
Congress. 

“That provision, applicable only to charges 
under the District of Columbia Code; was 
designed to make it difficult for defendants to win 

acquittals in insanity defense cases by putting 
the burden on them (the defendants) to prove ... 
they were insane at the time of the crime.” 
Gerard goes even further. “Parker's instruc- 
tions were in flat violation of the 1970 statute,” he 
says. 

What's more, says Gerard, Judge Parker was 
guilty of another indiscretion. He informed the 
jury that if Hinckley were acquitted, the defend- 
ant would mandatorily be committed to a mental

Glenville Senior Protests 
School Teacher's Lay-Off —

Gerard says that this “incorrect” instruction 
misted the jurors and gave them a false sense of 
security that Hinckley would be put away after 
acquittal. The instruction, explains the law pro- 
fessor, was in violation of 4 District of Columbia 
Court of Appeats ruling last March which sug- 
gests that Hinckley need not mandatorily be 
committed. In fact, according to the ruling, the 
prosecution might conceivably be called upon to 
prove Hinckley both mentally ill and dangerous 
whenever Hinckley seeks release from St. 
Elizabeth's. 

The court of appeals ruling makes the situation

prove Hinckley sane during the trial, the ruling 
suggets, prosecutors must now turn the other 
legal cheek and prove him insane. Nevertheless, 
the ruling puts Hinckley’s post-trial.state of 
affairs in an entirely different light than that 
‘which Judge Parker showed the jury. 

Both of Judge Parker's instructions, as cited 
above, favor the defense. Why? Most juries tend 
to lean toward acquittal on grounds of insanity if 
they are confident that the defendant will be 
committed for a long stay in a mental hospital, 
rather than go free. 

“Without those instructions to the jury, we . 
might have gotten another verdict." says Gerard 

Gerard believes that the Hinckley case is an 
eerie reflection of the legal system's confusion 
over how to try insanity cases. The system, for 
example, has never even defined insanity in a 
practical way. What mental illnesses qualify as 
those that substantially impair a person's ability 
to recognize right from wrong, or to control one's 
own behavior? 

The offshoot is trial by ignorance: The courts, 
says Gerard, tend to accept subjective, scientifi- 
cally unsubstantiated testimony from expert 
psychiatric witnesses -- each of whom the 
defense must, in effect, hire to testify. Many crit- 
ics claim that the Hinckley case shows that arich 
defendant can buy insanity. 

“The courts view psychiatrists as all knowing 
and all powerful,” says Gerard. 

In the case of Hinckley, the defense attempted 
to prove that the defendant was suffering from 
schizophrenia at the time of the crime. 

“But the. defense failed to demonstrate that 
Hinckley showed one symptom of schi- 
zophrenia,” claims Gerard, “as defined in the 
DSM (theD and Statistical Manual that 
serves as the standard for the American Psychi- 
atric Association).” 

The defense brought forth a succession of 
highly respected psychiatrists, each of whom 
testified that Hinckley was suffering from schi- 
zophrenia at the time of the crime. Gerard says 
that each of these psychiatrists testified accord- 
‘ing to personal feeling, not objective 

observation. 

“That's what expert psychiatric witnesses get 

away with all the time,” he says.

What if this hypothetical 
expert claims that the hotel skywalk was structu- 
rally unsound, but gives no scientific or technical 
data to back up this conclusion? His only reason- 

ing: “Because | say so." That is the kind of testim-. 
ony, Gerard says, given regularly by expert psy- 
chiatric witnesses. 

Considering this frame of reference, Gerard 
offers three reforms that would greatly improve. 
the legal system's ability to make judgments on 
the insanity plea. 

He Would prohibit testimony from expert psy- 
chiatric witnesses about all ilinesses except schi- 
zophrenia, manic-depressive psychosis or men- 
tal retardation. These three, says Gerard, are the 
only conditions that psychiatry has shown to be 
consistent with the legal system's definition of 
insanity: that a defendant “as a result of mental | 
disease or defect, either lacked substantial 
Capacity to conform his conduct to the require- 
ments of the law or lacked substantial capacity to. 
appreciate the wrongfiuiness of his conduct.” 


He would atso define ‘these three ilinesses°- = 


according to the symptoms listed in the DSM, 
and these symptoms must be described in stand- 
ard psychiatric terms. Testimony must refer to 
symptoms for each illness as described in the 
DSM. 

Gerard's last reform would prevent expert psy- 
chiatric witnesses from voicing an opinion in tes- 
timony about whether or not a defendant can tell 
right from wrong. These witnesses would be 
limited to testimony on how people have tradi- 
tionally behaved under the influence of certain 
conditions 

Gerard believes that these reforms would pre- 
vent future problems such as those caused by the 
Hinckley trial or the case of Charles Meach -- an 
Alaskan man.who had been acquitted of murder 
by reason of insanity in 1973, was subsequently 
released from a mental institution, and is now 
Pursuing the same plea in the June murder of 
three teenagers. sf 

Gerard says that by the letter of the law, Hinck- 
ley could, aad in fact should, be freed imme- 
diately. |f his lawvers -- who have shown a disin- 
Clination to do so -- pursue a course of action 
called the “Bolton precedent,” they could very 
well free Hinckley on the grounds that mandator- 
ily committing him is unconstitutional. 

In any event, Judge Parker has scheduled a 
hearing Aug. 9 to determine if Hinckley is still a 
danger to himself and—others. If the answer 
proves negative, Hinckley will return to the worid 
he accosted at gunpoint -- now aslightly older if 
questionably wiser man. 

By legal standards, Hinckley is arare bird. Only 
one in évery 1,000 criminal cases involves 
detense by insanity. But his successful flight into 
the cuckoo's nest is ruffling feathers throughout 
the legal community. 

“If the system isn't working, if murderers are 
being acquitted and put ott on the street because 
of the system,” says Gerard, “can we ignore

But our major goal was then, and continued 
throughout, to be the release of the Haitians. This 
goal was continually frustrated even after we were 
successful in securing firm commitments for spon- 
sorship, homes and employment from authorized 
Roman Catholic, Protestant and Pentacostel. relief 
organizations and agencies. 

We were, therefore, profoundly gratified over the 
Sensitive and what we consider just decision of 
Judge Speliman. We are equatly saddened, how- 
ever, by the announcement of Assistant U.S. Attor- 
ney General Robert Bombaugh of your decision to 
appeal the Judge's order for the release of these 

“captives.”

The late President Franklin D. Roosevelt, a man

escaping the chains of hunger, political oppression 
and terror. =
